He belongs to the Kentuck y Johnsons, 
who can boast of one vice president of 
the United States besides congresa- 
tnen^genurala,„..co]uneis a ad Judge» 
g alore. The J ohnsons are related to 
nearly ev ery Kentucky 
family of prom­ 
inence and to some in other 
southern 
states. They hav e been In the country 
nearly 200 y ears, quite lung 
enoug h to 
make good Americans of them. Tom 
Loftin J ohnson got 
his second name 
from his mother's people, who also 
be­ 
long ed to the “quality." It is an item 
worthy of note that Johnson’s 
father 
was a pupil of Jam es G. Blaine In a 
Kentucky military academy, and at 
the same time his mother was a stu­ 
dent under H arriet Stan wood, who 
afterward became Mrs. Blaine. 
Rret Appearance as a Monopolist. 
Before the war the elder Johnson 
had a winter home in Ark ansas, where 
he owned a hundred slaves. When the 
conflict came on he enlisted on the 
Confederate side, became a colonel 
and served as staff officer for Generals 
Breck inridge aud Early. 
At the close 
of the conflict the family found them­ 
selves stranded in Staunton, Va., with­ 
out a penny. It was right here that 
Tom first showed up as a monopolist. 
Obtaining a “st md in" with the con­ 
ductor of the only train that ran Into 
Staunton, Tom, then aged eleven, got 
ex clusiv e control of the daily paper 
business. He at once put up prices to 
15 cents for each paper and 25 cents 
for picture papers. 1« tire months he 
had cieaued up nearly $9 0, with which 
he took the family back to Louisville. 
Though the Johnsons remained in 
the direst ¡>overty for several years,

He is openly and aggressively 
a free trader anti single tax er, yet was 
elected twice to congress in a protec­ 
tion district and has been chosen three 
tim es for mayor by an electorate 
a 
vast majority of whom do not advo­ 
cate or even understand the single tax . 
Not the least among his accomplish­ 
ments is that in Cleveland he heat 
the redoubtable Mark Hanna both in 
business and politics. 


The M unicipal Model. 
After an ex haustive study covering 
practically the entire country Lincoln 
Steffen* in McClure’s Magazine de­ 
clared Tom L. Johnson "the best may­ 
or of the best governed city in the 
United States.” 
Yet Steffens is not 
usually regarded as a panegyrist, 
but, 
on 
the contrary, has been dubbed 
a 
"muck rak er" and a "k nock er.” 
Nor 
does he ride the Johnson hobbyhorses, 
does not grow frenzied over the 
"un­ 
earned 
increment" 
and 
has 
uever 
shown any particular interest in the 
tax ation of privilege rather than of 
In­ 
dustry . 
It was not because of these 
thing s that he found such 
superlativ e 
g oodness In the Cleveland mayor. The 
Steffens “bug" is civic virtue, and he 
must have discovered that insect 
in 
Tom L.’s vicinity clso he would hard­ 
ly hav e put up the roily poly flgure 
of 
J ohnson as the municipal model. 
It is evident that the city of Cleve­ 
land approved Mr Steffens’ verdict, for 
notw ithstanding the fact that it 1* 
usually Republican 
it 
gave 
Mayor 
J ohuson a trifle above 6,000 plurality 
in each of bis flrst two races and over 
12,000 in his third. 
Ton» ordinarily stands for Thomas, 
but in J ohnson’s case it stands for it- 


I’oui manage! to obtain some school­ 
ing. 
When he could not attend the 
public sch fois his father and mother 
tutored him. He cared little for lan­ 
guages and literary studies, but shone 
in mathematics, finishing the entire 
mathem atical course up to calculus. 
Iu January, 1800, when nearly flf 
teen, the boy obtained a job in a roll­ 
ing mill. As an evidence of the pov­ 
erty of his family the manner of his 
gaining that situation is pathetically 
illustrative. 
It was his mother who 
solicited the place, and, having nothing 
to wear upon her head but a k nit hood, 
the relic of more affluent times, she 
waited for a cold day, on which she 
could dou this and venture forth in 
search of employment for her son. 


Started a Reform Early 
In Life. 
The boy did not stay long iu the roll­ 
ing mill. 
B. Du Pont of the famous 
Delaware Du Pouts was then running 
a little horse car street railway in 
Louisville, aud on this young Johuson 
was given a minor place, 
nis duty 
was to tak e the nick els from the eon- 
ductorless ears and transfer them to 
the safe. 
It is told of him that he 
found this done in a slipshod manner 
aud starred a reform right there. It i* 
also said that lie pick ed up the 
old 
scrap iron about the place and put 
it 
into a barrel for future use. 
These 
stories may be pipe dreams, but cer­ 
tain it is that Tom L. did something, 
as is hi* wont, to gain the confidence 
of his employer, and as a result he 
was rapidly advanced until he was 
secretary of the company. 
When his 
father became chief of police of Louis­ 
ville Tom succeeded him as superin- 
, tendent o f the street railway. He was 
' not yet of age. 
It was at about this time that he in­ 
vented a fare Iwx which not only took 
In money for the street car people, 
but 


Made Money on the Deal. 
He then look ed for other cities to 
conquer 
He decided on Cleveland, 
and history began mak ing from that 
very hour. 
The line that Johnson 
bought was small and remote from the 
I center of town. 
He changed ail tha t 
He ex tended his road, improved it 
bought other lines and put on a trans­ 
fer system which was then a new 
tiling in Cleveland. 
Nex t he proposed 
to build a line through a long avenue 
that was a mudhole, an eyesore and 
everything else horrible that a street 
can be. 
Mark Hanna began a cam­ 
paign with the property holders along 
the street, and as a result they ob­ 
jected. It was Johnson’s move, and 
he moved. 
He proposed to pave that 
whole street. 
The property owners 
Jumped at the offer. 
The street was 
paved, the line was built, and Tom L. 
| made money on the deal. 
Then began a merry war between 
Johnson and Hanna, 
it was the sen­ 
sation of Cleveland. In the main John­ 
son came out ahead. 
At one tim e he 
proposed to Hanna to rent track age 
rights along one of the main streets. 
Hanna refused. 
Then Johnson went 
before the city council and proponed to 
straddle H anna’s line as the only way 
of bringing his passengers into the 
heart of the city. 
This threw Hanna 
on the defensive aud made him appear 
in the light of an obstructionist. 
Peo­ 
ple along th * Johnson lines raised such 
an outcry that the discomfited Marcus 
called a truce and consented to John­ 
son’s proposal for renting track age 
rights. 
In the end Johnson formed a 
big consolidation md Hanna a sm aller 
one, after which there was peace. 
Tom L. Johnson was one of the first 
men to electrify his lines. 
He saw the 
great possibilities of the trolley roads 
from the beginning. 
Outside of his 
Cleveland lines he had important street 
car holdings in Brook lyn, Detroit, St. 
Louis and >ther citi< s. 
He also built 
a great steel rail mill at Johnstown, 
Pa., aud another at Lorain. O. In con­ 
niption with the Lorain mill the fol­ 
lowing story is told: 
Before any outsider k new of the pro­ 
posed mill Johnson and his friends 
obtained options on all the land iu the 
vicinity for the purpose of starting a 
town. 
Nobody v as wise to the move, 
and therefore the land was cheap. 
When it came t> delivering the goods 
one old chap who had a large strip 
buck ed our. 
lie wanted $75,« >00 more. 
Of course, he could have been forced 
to stick by the option, but it would 
have tak en years in court and John­ 
son’s friends, who wore handling the 
matter, wanted to start at once. 
Here 
was a pretty pick le. 
Iu despair they seat for Johnson. 
When tie had heard the case he ap­ 
proached the farm er in an impetuous 
m anner and ask ed him to mak e good 
the option. The farm er refused. I*ull- 
t lug out his watch, Tom L. remark ed 
that he would give him $7.500 ex tra to 
carry the contract through and he 
would allow h;m just 
i » ur minutes to 
decide. 
If at the ex piration of that 
time the offer was not accepted it 
would be withdrawn and suit would 
be begun at once. Johnson began to 
count off the minutes. The old fellow 
was swept off Ins feet by the impetu­ 
osity of the novel onslaught and at the 
end of the third minute weak ened, and 
the deal was carried through. 
How He Became 
Sing le Tax er. 
The manner of Tom L. Johnson's 
conversion to the single tax is indica­ 
tive of the man. One day a uewsboy 
offered him Henry George’s “Social 
Problems" to read on the train. The 
street car m agnate refused, but the 
conductor, who was a personal friend 
aud a single tax er, advised him to read 
it, and he aid. From that moment he 
was a changed man. 
He nex t read 
"Progress and Poverty," went to see 
Henry George and became his ardent 
disciple. 
He assisted George In hi» 
first tight for mayor, also in his cam­ 
paign for secretary of state of New 
lork . At that time he had never 
made 
a speech, and George advised him to 
do so. He tried iu Cooper Union and 
succeeded in staylug on his feet for 
five minutes. Later he became an ef­ 
fective campaigner. 
Johuson s subsequent 
career is known 
o f ail men. 
His disposal of his busi­ 
ness to devote his life and 
fortune to 
his political ideals, 
his fig ht for the 
three cent fare, for equal tax ation and 
for etticient g ov ernment in Clev eland, 
his automobile and 
circus tent cam­ 
paign for the 
g ov ernorship of Ohio, hi» 
unsuccessful attem pt 
to secure mu­ 
nicipal ownership 
iu Detroit—ail these 
hav e attracted nationwide and 
some 
of them even worldwide attention. He 
Is only fifty two years of age and ha* 
many fig hts in him y et. 
Mr J ohnson’s home life is that of a 
cultured American g entleman. 
Here 
be holds a school ou municipal g ov ­ 
ernment where ail his officers meet 
often to discuss the broader question» 
that relate to civic affairs. 
His wife 
was a 
Johnson before 
her mar­ 
riag e. a distant cousin. 
Tom 
L. Johnson’s 
creed is “ equal 
rig hts," and in uli thing s he is just a* 
American as that ideal.

The city sea wail was 
begun Oct. 27, 1902, and the work was 
completed J nly 29, 1904, having been 
carried to a successful conclusion it 
three months less than the contracted 
time, which, considering the magnitude 
of the undertaking, is noteworthy. As 
an ex tension of the sea wall around the 
city of Galveston, the United States 
government appropriated $ 591,000 to 
buftd about one mile more of wall 
along the beach in front of Fort Crock­ 
ett and the federal reserve adjoining 
the city on the west. The total length 
of the sea wall is about four and a half 
miles. 
It is six teen feet wide at base, 
curving to five feet in width at the 
top, being seventeen feet above mean 
low’ tide and one foot higher than in 
the 1900 storm.

The game 
wardens say that the quail has an en­ 
emy in the crow which destroy s the 
nests and kills the young of such 
birds as quail, which lay their eggs 
on the ground. The wardens, there­ 
fore suggest that it would be a good 
thing for the legislature to offer a 
bounty for the destruction of crows 
and thus assist in the protection 
of 
the quail. In y ears past hedges af­ 
forded protection to the quail but 
they have rapidly been destroy ed and 
now the best places for the breeding 
of the bird are along the 
margin of 
drainage ditches and weeds that grow 
to f considerable height and furnish 
a convenient nesting place.
